K xecvtive M ansion, August 29th—8:30 
A. M.—The President’s symptoms this morn­ 
ing are as favorable as yesterday at the same 
hour. He slept, awakening at intervals, the 
greater part of the night. At these intervals 
he took and retained the liquid nourishment 
administered. His mind continues perfectly 
clear. Pulse 100, temperature 98, respiration 
17. Signed by Bliss, Barnes, Woodward, Key- 
bum and Agcew. 
T be M orning D ressing. 
E xecutive M ansion, August29th—11 a. m. 
A t the morning dressing of the President's 
wound the parotid sivelliug was found to have 
dwindled sensibly in size since yesterday 
morning. There had been a plentiful dis­ 
charge of pus during tbe night from three 
openings. Another yellow spot was discov­ 
ered on the side of the face this morning, 
which when pricked permitted a free dis­ 
charge of pus from another pus pocket. The 
wound in the body was found to be doing 
well. It still continues to discharge freely. 
Tbe character of the pus discharge has not 
changed materially since yesterday, bat it is 
thicker and healthier in character than a few 
dayB since. While dressing the wound this 
morning the cleansing catheter entered to a 
depth of fully twelve inches. 
“ HOW IdANY STATIONS TET TO STOP AT.’’ 
Dr. Boynton, who was in the sick-room the 
greater part of last night, says the President 
passed a good night, sleeping most of the 
time. His sleep was more natural than any 
night during the past week. During the in­ 
tervals of wakefulness his mind was perfectly 
clear. Once about 2 a. m., when awake, and 
while taking some nourishment, he remarked 
to Dr. Boynton, evidently referring to his 
several relapses. 
“ Doctor, I won ler how 
many more stations I will have to stop at 7” 
LOOKS BETTER AND PEELS ESTTKR. 
Dr. Boynton says the President looks bet­ 
ter and feels better this morning. The 
doctor’s hope is strengthened, owing to the 
fact that the President held his own through 
another day and night. He will feel con­ 
tented and satisfied with a continuance of 
this stationary period for a few days. After 
that he hopes the work of repair and re­ 
cuperation will commerce. 
At this hour the surgeons report the condi­ 
tion of the patient quite as favorable as at 
the morning examination. 
(hanse In Feelings. 
W ashington, August 29th.—There is but 
one feeling now at the White House, and 
that is that the Pre.ident will get well. The 
members of the Cabinet are again almost 
unanimous in their feeling of confidence in 
his recovery, and when it is known that yes­ 
terday orders were given for a supply of crape 
to drape the public buildings, the full extent 
of the change in the feelings of these officers 
will be appreciated. 
The P re sid e n t's L ungs. 
E xecutive M ansion, August 29th—12:15 
r. M.—Rumors were afloat this morning that 
sn examination had been made of the Presi­ 
dent’s lungs, and unmistakable evidence, in 
the shape of pus accumulated, was discovered 
of secondary or the pyiemia stage of blood 
poisoning. At noon Dr. Key bars said: 
"Since the Pri sident’scondition became so low 
we have examined his lungs carefully every day, 
and always found them healthy. The report 
that pus cavities have formed there is entire­ 
ly unfounded.” He continued : “ I made an 
examination of the President’s lungs myself 
last night, and fouud them all right. There 
are no new complications whatever in the 
President’s case, and no unfavorable features 
which are not already known. He continues 
to do well.” 
D r. H am ilton E ncouraged. 
New Y ork, August 29th.—The Graphic 
says: Hamilton arrived this morning. He 
said to a reporter: “ I think you will be 
satisfied if I tell you that tiie President is 
going to get well.”

In brief,-the circumstances were 
that two men, one of whom was .Jefferson 
Davis, once went to President Taylor in the 
dead of night and awakened him, and told 
him that there were two bilis before him for 
apiiroval, and, said they, 4 If you do not sign 
those bills the South will hold you personally 
responsible.’ General Taylor shouted hack 
at them, without opeuing the door, refusing 
their demand, and telling them , that if the 
South made any trouble ha would raise 
an army and go down there and crush 
them. John A. Bingham is a lawyer 
and a man of intellect, and he told me delib­ 
erately that Taylor, who died soon after that 
visit, died under the hand of au assassin.” 
At the close of the service a TMcs reporter 
asked the Rev-. Dr. Walsh if Mr. Bingham 
meant to convey the idea that General Tay­ 
lor was physically, literally, assassinated. 
Mr. Walsh replied that John A. Biogham 
said that his investigation of the circumstance 
of President Taylor’s death satisfied him that 
he 4va3 actually, physically assassinated.

The object of Dr. Tanner in going to Am­ 
sterdam was to perform in Dr. Crofi’s house 
a fast similar to that which he hail gone 
through in America last autumn.

Tanner arrived in Amsterdam, returned 
home on the 18th ult., and at once sent a 
messenger to the American, who had begun 
to grow impatient of delay and was rejoiced 
to hear that CrotT had at length called. Dr. 
Tanner ran out of his room to receive him, 
but in doing so missed his footing at the top 
of the stairs and fell to the bottom. The fall 
caused a concussion of the brain and other 
injuries, and the unfortunate faster breathed 
his last the very next day. The medical men 
of Amsterdam deaired to open the body of 
Tanner, but to this Mrs. Tanner, in spite of 
their entreaties and offers, would not consent. 
She, however, offered to allow the body to he 
weighed, when it was found that its weight 
was only 108 pounds. It will be remembered 
that at the end of his fast in America Dr. 
Tanner only weighed ‘.Hi pounds. 


V iolent P olillos In M exico. 
C ity or M exico, August 20th.—Benito 
Chavez, the Prefect, John Arias, the post­ 
master, Ramirez, the captain of the local in­ 
fantry, two brothers of his and four others, 
have been killed in a political fight at 
Caderita by rival claimants for office.

Tanner, has departed this life with an unoa- 
tentatiousnees strongly contrasting with the 
sensational manner in which he last yeir con­ 
trived to live through his battle against 
hunger. About a month ago he arrived in 
Amsterdam and alighted at the Hotel Corne­ 
lius. He was accompanied by Mrs. Dr. Tan­ 
ner and two children. In point of physique 
the lady is stated to have presented the 
strongest possible contrast to the lean and 
lathlike form of her husband. The arrival 
of the visitor in the Dutch capital remained 
unnoticed in the press of the Continent, and 
it is only now. nearly three weeks after the 
death of Dr. Tanner, that the circumstances 
of his sudden death have become known. 
For a week after his arrival ia Amsterdam 
Dr. Tanr.er confined himself to his room in a 
hotel. It is reported that during this time he 
used to eat five or six meals a day with a 
ravenous appetite, besides consuming a large 
quantity of spirits. At length he iuformed 
the hotel-keeper who he was, and said that 
he had come to see Dr. Crnff. This physician 
had in several Dutch papers expressed a dis­

promptly their correspondence from these 
paints'.

Hia regrets as to the injuries of McNamara 
were apparantly sincere, and more deep than 
those for his own condition. Both men ara 
held in high esteem by their intimate friends 
and associates.

DISCOUNTING THE WORST. 


When the I'rcsiilent was shot down the 
w ildest reports obtained circulation in E u­ 
rope, and, as usuil upon unforeseen events, 
the profound ignorance of most foreigners 
concerning American affairs was very con­ 
spicuously displayed. 
Among the canards 
which for a day or two found ready accep­ 
tance was the statem ent that the death of 
President Garfield would result iu a great 
pauic, and not improbably in a civil war, 
because the V ice-l’resident had been op- 
pos d to the President's party, and his as­ 
sumption of the executive office would be 
resisted. 
A lter a few days this nonsense 
v a s abandoned, but speculation continued 
to play with the chances of the l'resident’3 
recovery, and it was made the basis of a 
great deal more gambling than the public 
w ill ever realize clearly. 
The somewhat 
sensational dispatch the other day about a 
code of telegraphic signals to convey news 
from the 
President’s bedside to W all 
street may have had a foundation 
in

It must always 
be remembered, in d al rg with questions 
of speculation, that it is r.ot the legitim ate 
consequences of an event which are betted 
upon, but the apprehensions of people. 
For example, as a matter of fact there is 
no reason why the death of President Gar­ 
field should affect public securities at all. 
It is perfectly certain that in such an 
event the Government would undergo no 
stram whatever. The entire machine would 
continue to work without giving any evi­ 
dence of w hat had happened. 
The credit 
of the country would remain as strong as 
ever. 
Nor does any sane person think for 
a moment that if Arthur became President 
he would or could do anything prejudicial 
to the maintenance of the public credit. 
P ut W all street does not proceed in this 
sober and enlightened way. 
Its specu­ 
lators gamble upon the unreasoning fears of 
the tim id ; fears raised pierhaps by such 
preposterous reports as we Lave above 
cited. 
The bears take advantage of every 
such tendency to apprehension. 
They en ­ 
courage the circulation of old wives’ fables 
about what might or could happen underccr- 
tain circumstances. 
They have been doing 
this ever since the President was slo t, and 
the result is that the worst that e.uld possibly 
happen h is already been fully discounted, 
and that now the death of the President 
would scarcely cause a ripple ia the stock 
market. 
As to the talk about a panic, of 
course it was absurd from the beginning. 
There would no doubt have been sharp 
fluctuations in securities and stocks hau 
the President died a few hours after he was 
shot, but after all this period of suspense" 
the chances have been completely worked 
out, and there remains nothing more to be 
made on " th e street” by gambling upon 
the outcome. 
This kind of speculation 
hat its brutal side, unquestionably, and 
viewed from a purely sentimental stand­ 
point the idea is repugnant 
But your 
true speculator w ill gamble on any and 
everything under the sun, and he has no 
sentim ent in his composition. 


Some of o u r esteemed contemporaries are 


saying that the report of tae Prison In­ 
vestigating 
Commission 
has 
developed 
nothing new ; that it has merely reiterated 
what everybody knew before, namely that 
the California prisons are as ill managed as 
possible. 
Our 
esteemed contemporaries 
are in error. 
The report of the Prison 
Commission has shown much more than 
this. 
Nor is it exactly true that every­ 
body knew beforehand the real condition 
of the State Prisons. 
To say that is to 
arraign the people upon charges of folly, 
apathy, 
extravagance 
and 
inhumanity. 
But in truth they have not at all generally 
understood how the prisons were adminis­ 
tered. For it has always been the endeavor 
of the advocates of the political spoils sys- 
t un to create the impression that the re­ 
sults of that system are quite as good as 
those of any other ; and w ith this end in 
view they- have undertaken to maintain 
that the deliberate perversion of the con­ 
stitutional provisions through which the 
State Prisons have been given over to po­ 
litical management, was in the interest of 
the people. 
W hen it was urged that the 
Wardens ought to be trained officers, the 
politicians and their organs at once be­ 
gan to sneer at the 
"theorists,” and 
sought to excite a narrow local prejudice 
by pointing out that it would be impossi­ 
ble to obtain trained officers without going 
outside of the State for them. 
W hen the 
present Wardens were appointed the or­ 
gans of the spoilsmen hastened to express 
their satisfaction, and declared their opin­ 
ion in advance that all necessary reforms 
would now be instituted. 
In short, these 
people sought to make it appear that the 
spoils system was as good as any other for 
administering the prisons upon, and on 
this position they must now take their 


stand. 
The report of 
the 
Commission 
has 
smash d this position to pieces, however. 
It has demonstrated in the clearest manner 
that the prisons of California havo been 
and are altogether maiadministered, and 
that this maladministration is the direct 
consequence of the spoils system. 
The re­ 
port shows that that method has broken 
down utterly ; that it 13 good for nothing 
but to maintain the prisons as simple 
places of detention; that no reformatory 
influences can 
be 
introduced while it 
exists ; that it is corrupting and demoral­ 
izing to all concerned ; and that it is at 
one the most extravagant and vicious sys­ 
tem that could be maintained. 
Now the 
people cannot be said to have known all 
this before. W hat they aid know was that 
the spoils system had been accused of pro­ 
ducing these mischievous effects. But they 
knew also that the friends of that system 
denied the accuracy of these charges, and 
no doubt many good people may have 
thought that there was exaggeration in the 
current statements. 
The prison report has 
cleared up all such doubts by showing that 
the spoils system is if possible worse than 
it has been represented, and by making it 
perfectly clear that it will have to be 
abolished before any reform can be intro­ 
duced to the penal administration. 
It has shown moreover that as long as 
politics are suffered to control the situa- 
atioD, mere goodness of 
disposition on 
the part of the prison officers can effect 
nothing. 
They may be perfectly willing 
to do anything in their power to improve 
things, but in the first place they lack the 
knowledge of how to proceed, and in the 
next place they are rendered powerless by 
the system which obtains. 
W hat is a 
Warden to do who haB been compelled to 
bargain away his constitutional rights of 
appointing subordinates iu order to secure 
his own appointm ent'! 
M anifestly he will 
be merely the puppet of the Board of 
Directors. 
And what can be expected from 
a Board of Directors who have confined 
their activities since they have been in 
office to the padding 
of their mileage 
charges and the lobbying of a bill to give 
them selves an unconstitutional salary '! 
It 
is evident that there can be no reform under 
such conditions, but it is equally evident 
that if this investigation had not been had 
these Directors an l these W ardens might 
have succeeded for years in bolstering one 
another up, and that the public might 
have been com pletely deceived a3 to the 
real state of the prison. 
The report of 
the Commissioners has 
tom away all the disguises of the spoils 
system , and has exposed it to the public 
view in its natural ugliness. 
It has 
brought the public face to face with the 
necessity for 
reform. 
It ha3 made it 
plain that the Executive who appointed 
the Commiision cannot afford to refrain 
from acting upon its findings. 
It has 
demonstrated the complete failure of the 
spoils system to produce any good results, 
and has shown that the State mu9t begin 
again at the very beginning before it can 
have a civilized penal administration. 
As 
for the present Directors, it is clear that 
they have earned their removal, and that 
there can be no excuse for not removing 
i them. 
They have betrayed their trust, 
violated the law, neglected their duty, and 
entirely ignored the ethical considerations 
which ought to have guided their prison 
policy. 
W ith the light now thrown upon 
the whole question it must be very diffi­ 
cult to sink 
back again into the old 
■ grooves. 
It would not be possible to 
ignore considerations of special fitness in 
making appointments again. 
If Wardens 
are to be chosen after this, it may be be­ 
lieved that politicians will not be selected 
for these positions. 
The State Govern­ 
ment in fact has by mcan9 cf this investi­ 
gation provided itself with a chart which, 
ii it disregards, the people cannot fail to 
perceive the fact. 
The Commissioners have, however, not 
only shown the defects of our prisons. 
They have also shown how to remedy those 
defects. 
They have pointed out what ex­ 
perience and knowledge have determined 
upon as the best methods of prison govern­ 
ment. They have indicated the paths by fol­ 
low ing which success may be attained here. 
It can never again be pretended by any State 
authorities that the data were lacking upon 
which to base an enlightened prison policy. 
There arc the teachings of science, plainly 
laid down, and he who runs may read. At 
their own peril be it if these teachings are 
now ignored, and if the spoils system is 
still adhered to in the 
face of these 
damning proofs of its vice and futility. 
There is henceforth a sure point of de­ 
parture for reform movements, and the 
State will assuredly realize sooner or later 
that it has been served well and usefully 
by the late Commission.
